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3 ‘DISARMAMENT SACRIFICES 

There are some alleged Americans, according to 
the National Republic, who claim to believe that 
Uncle. Sam has made no sacr'fices toward disarmam- 
ent. They overlook the fact that the United States 
first reduced its army to a peace basis and that it was 
through President Harding that a naval disarmament 


conference was made possible. 
When this conference was called, Uncle Sam 
was about to realize President Wilson’s prediction of 
becoming the strongest naval power in the world. Our 
navy was nearly as large as Great Britain’s in battle- 
ships and we had under construction enough tonnage 
to put us ahead of our only rival. With the com- 
pletion of the 1916 program our navy would have 
equalled Great Britain’s and Japan’s together. The 
National Republic continues: , 
Neither Great Britain nor Japan was in finan- 
cial position to match this program of constfuction. 


“Great Britain and Japan at the Washingtancomference 


the Washington conference was held. The United 
States having limited construction of battleships, we 
have not kept pace with these two other naval powers 
in the building of vessels of the remaining types. 

The action of our government at the naval limi- 
tation conference cost the United States nearly a half
